During May 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) — 
Ohio’s unemployment in May, 
estimated at 166,000, was 3.7 per 
cent of the civilian labor force 
compared to the 4.7 per cent 
rate of April, the Ohio Bureau 
of Employment Services repos­ 
ed Friday. 
Total employment in May ad­ 
vanced eight-tenths of one per 
cent to 4,343.000, the report said. 
Nonagricultural wage and sal­ 
ary workers numbered 3,877,000 
—up six-tenths of one per cent 
I rom April. 
The decline in unemployment 
and the gain in employment 
largely reflected usual spring 
expansinos in nonmaufacturing 
activities, bureau statisticians 
said. 
Manufacturing worker* in the 
s t a l e numbered 1,344.000 in 
May. fractionally below Apr?. 
The largest worker low occur­ 
red in the production of non­ 
durable goods, as layoffs were 
reported in printing and pub­ 
lishing, chiefly in Dayton. In 
durable goods, labor - manage­ 
ment disputes depressed em- 
I ployment in metalworking and 
| .special industry machinery. 
The report said declines were 
tempered as disputes were set 
tied in the manufacture of gen­ 
eral industrial machinery ami 
as production of ready - mixed 
concrete increased with warm­ 
er weather. In addition, pro­ 
ducers of motor vehicles report­ 
ed small-to-moderate gains. 
Nonmanufacturing 
employ­ 
ment rose nine-tenths of one per 
cent from April to 2,533,000 in 
May. The advance was largely 
seasonal, with greatest expan­ 
sion occurring in retail trade, 
notably refreshment stands and 
department stores, and contract 
construction. 
The gross average w e e k l y 
earnings of Ohio’s factory pro­ 
duction workers rose $2 from 
April to a new record high of 
$168.10 in May. It was the third 
consecutive month of record 
earnings. The average work­ 
week at 41.1 hours was two- 
tenths hours above April. 
Stepped-up overtime was re­ 
ported for workers producing 
non - ferrous castings, bever­ 
ages, meat products, electrical 
industrial apparatus and tires. 
Between May 1970 and May 
1971, the bureau said, the over­ 
all unemployment rate for Ohio 
increased from 3 to 3.7 per cent 
of the civilian labor force, and 
total employment slipped 1.1 per 
cent.
